WASHINGTON, April 15.—The senate ol

That verdict will 
bo returned in accordance with an 
agreement reached late tonight, eoine 
time during the legislative.day. oLto- 
morrow. Tbat legislative day may ex- 
tend into Sunday.

B'IK regiments of cavalry and light bat 
teries ol five rCRimenta of artillery ; a 
New Orleans eigbtregimenteoliufantry 
at Tampa eeven regiments of inlantry 
and at Mobile eeven regiincota of in 
fantry. Since tbe civil war no such pro 
portion of the army has been mobilizei 
and the movement iteelf IB tbe best cvi 
deuce of tbe gravity of the eituation *fl 
looked upon by the President and his 
advisers, Tbe determination to rendez 
voue tha troops in the South, where they 
can be acclimatized to the conditions of 
a more tropical climate, baa been under 
cuiibiJeration by the 1'ieBiiieiit and hie 
cabinet for some time. It was not until 
today, however, that the President, in 
view of tho enorraoua expcaee whicl:

France, April 15.—The action taknn by 
the Spanish cabinet today baa confirmed 
thpiteneral belief which baa been pre- 
valent bore aince yesterday that war is 
now unavoidable. 
The warlike tone ol 


the official note issued by the Spanish 
government finda general approval hero 
and creates much excitement. 


Contrary to the general opinion that 


the queen regent baa been negotiating 
for peace at any price, her attitude to- 
day had much to do with the firm action 
of the cabinet. 
It 
is karued 
on unquestionable 


authority that the queen regent recently 
made the following statement: "1 pre 
fer even the horrors of war rather than 
the tarnish on tbe prestige of the army 
or an impairment of the rights of the 
crown." 


Another factor, undoubtedly, ie Don 


Carloa' manifesto of yesterday, of which 
the following ia an extract which was 
notrieked euhmittinK to tbe censor: 
"Tbe governors ol Madrid may make a 
call to arms inevitable if they continue 
to permit tbe Spanish standard to be 
dragged in the mud. Twenty yeara of 
patriotic retirement have proved that I 
am neither ambitious nor a conspirator. 
The greater and better part of my life ae 
a man has been npent in tbe difficult 
taek of restraining my natural impulses 
and those of my enthusiastic Carlisle, 
whoee eagerness I was tho firat to appre- 
ciate, but which nevertheless I curbed, 
although it rent my heart to do 80. To- 
day national honor speake louder than 
inytbirig. and the same- patriotic duty 
which formerly bade me eaySvait yet 
awhile,' may leave me to cry, command- 
ing tbe Oarlists, 'Carliats, forward,' and 
not only the Carlisle but all Spaniards, 
and especially the national forces who 
ctill bravely withstand the onurvating 
fcminlnitica of the people and the army."
